Boyertown, Pa., Jan. 14.—A catas­ 
trophe horrifying in its details and 
sickening in its resu lts last night 
swept nearly one hu ndred sou ls of 
this b orou gh into eternity in almost 
the twinkling of an eye, and inju red 
nearly three score, many of them fa­ 
tally. 
A majority of the killed were 
memb ers of the leading families of 
the town. 
While the Scottish Reformation was 
b eing produ ced in Rhoades’s opera 
hou se b y Mrs. Monroe of Washington, 
a tank u sed in a moving pictu re scene 
exploded. 
The hou se was crowded 
with the memb ers of St. Johns Lu th­ 
eran Su nday school, who were attend­ 
ing a b enefit given for that chu rch. 
Immediately there was a wild ru sh for 
the exits. 
Men of matu re years en­ 
deavored to still the panic, b u t their 
voices cou ld not b e heard ab ove the 
shrieks and screams of the terrified 
women and children, wrho composed 
the greater part of the au dience. The 
scenes cannot b e portrayed fitly b y 
the most imaginative. 
The b lood­ 
cu rdling cries for help of those wrho 
were penned within the w'alls of the 
b lazing stru ctu re cou ld b e heard ab ove 
the roaring, seething flames. It seem­ 
ed as thou gh nearly the entire au di­ 
ence made a mad ru sh for the exits 
the moment the explosion occu rred. 
In their attempt to qu iet the great 
crowd, those persons who were on the 
stage accidentally u pset the coal-oil 
lamps u sed as footlights. 
The b u rn­ 
ing oil scattered in all directions, and 
the lamps which were u sed to light 
the opera hou se exploded, throwing 
the b lazing oil over the terror-stricken 
people who were fighting frantically 
to gain the exits.

section or ffle floor gave away, pre­ 
cipitating scores of persons to the 
b asement. 
As the floor collapsed the 
shrieks of the helpless people who 
were carried dowm wrere heard for 
b locks. 
It was scarcely five minu tes 
from the time of the explosion of the 
tank u ntil the entire heart of the stru c­ 
tu re seemed a roaring fu rnace. There 
was a mad scramb le for the stairway 
leading from the b alcony and scores of 
women and children were knocked 
down and trampled u pon, many of 
them dou b tless b eing cru shed to death. 
At least fifty persons, realizing that 
exit b y the stairway meant almost cer­ 
tain death, risked their lives b y ju mp­ 
ing from the windows. 
Limb s were 
b roken and sku lls were cru shed b y this 
daring method of escape. 
In the meantime a relief was at 
work at the entrance to the theater, 
endeavoring to release those who were 
wedged in the doorway and u nab le to 
extricate themselves. 
Many persons 
wiio otherwise might have b ade good 
their escape from the fu rnace of 
flames were held in check b y the aw­ 
fu l jam at the doors. 
As the flames 
ate their way toward the front of the 
b u ilding women cou ld b e seen to clasp 
their hands and fall b ack in to the 
flames. 
Once 
the 
doorways 
w'ere 
cleared the rescu ers dragged many 
women and children from the stair­ 
ways leading to the b alcony. Some of 
them were so b adly inju red that they 
died b efore reaching a temporary hos­ 
pital. 
Sku lls wrere cru shed and the 
faces of some of the victims were so 
horrib ly mu tilated that they were b are­ 
ly recognizab le. 
In one instance the 
sku ll of a child apparently ab ou t ten 
years old, was cru shed almost to a 
jelly. 
To add to the terrib le disaster, the 
fire apparatu s b ecame disab led and 
the stru ctu re was left entirely to the 
mercy of the seething flames. 
It is 
almost certain that not a vestige of the 
b odies o£ the u nfortu nates who were 
overcome b y the smoke and perished 
will ever b e fou nd. 
Assistance wras 
asked from Piftstown, b u t b efore the 
fire apparatu s from that city reached 
this place the entire center of the 
stru ctu re was a roaring fu rnace. 
Had the women and children heeded 
the warning of the cooler heads in the 
au dience the horrib le loss of life 
might have b een avoided, b u t there 
was the u su al panic and stampede 
which invariab ly follow’s su ch catastro­ 
phes. Men, women and children ru sh­ 
ed for the many exits and the weaker 
sex and the children were trampled 
and maimed in the mad ru sh to gain 
the street. 
Assistance was at once asked of 
b oth Reading and Pottstown. and spe­ 
cial trains carrying nu rses and doctors 
were ru shed to the scene of the dis­ 
aster. Every home within a radiu s of 
half a dozen b locks of the opera hou se 
was made a temporary hospital where 
the wou nded were ru shed b y carriages 
and other means of conveyance. 
Boyertown is a b orou gh with a pop­ 
u lation of ab ou t 2,500, and is located 
ab ou t midway b etween Pottstown and 
Reading. 
The night was one of wailing and 
angu ish. The shrieks of mothers who 
had ru shed to the scene as soon as 
they learned of the fire was pitifu l. 
As the night wore on the crowds su r­ 
rou nding the b u ilding grew to su ch 
proportions that it was almost impos­ 
sib le for the police force, which had 
b een au gmented b y a score of men 
from Pottstown and Reading, to keep 
the people b ack. One woman who said 
she had lost her entire family in the 
theater, was with difficu lty restrained 
from throwing herself into the roaring 
flames. 
At 1 o’clock a special train from 
Reading b earing physicians and nu rses 
reached here, b u t there was little for 
them to do, as the inju red who had 
dashed themselves to the pavement 
had b een cared for b y the physicians 
assisted b y the Pottstown relief corps. 
A few minu tes after midnight the rear 
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wall of Die theaTer collapsed. 
The 
flames b roke ou t anew and those wiio 
had vainly hoped to b e ab le to find 
the remains of some of their loved 
ones, tu rned in despair from the scene 
of the awfu l catastrophe. 
It is estimated that at least seventy- 
five persons were inju red b y b eing 
trampled u pon either on the stairway 
or b y ju mping from the windows of 
the b u rning stru ctu re. Of this nu mb er 
at least a score were fatally inju red, 
at least a half dozen su ccu mb ed to 
their inju ries after b eing hu rried to 
one of the temporary hospitals.

Ex te nua tion. 
New' York. Jan. 14.—After the state 
had presented its direct case in the 
Thaw trial and Assistant District At­ 
torney Garvan had characterized the 
killing of Stanford White as “a pre­ 
meditated 
delib erate 
and 
cowardly 
mu rder,” Martin W. Littleton, for the 
defense, made the opening plea for the 
prisoner. 
Mr. Littleton promised to 
forge a chain of circu mstances and to 
produ ce a line of testimony which will 
prove Harry K. Thaw u ndeniab ly in­ 
sane at the time of the homicide. Evi­ 
dence of hereditary insanity and of 
strange, u nu su al acts of Thaw not 
even hinted at du ring the first trial, 
was told b y Mr. Littleton, who said 
that physicians and nu rses who had 
attended Thaw wTere hu rrying here 
from Eu rope; that teachers of the de­ 
fendant in childhood wou ld b e on hand 
to give their impressions of the ‘‘wide- 
eyed, 
distant 
b oy.” 
Mr. 
Littleton 
startled the cou rtroom b y declaring 
that after Evelyn NeBb it had told him 
her story in Paris in 19 03, Thaw 
“drenched himself with poison,” and 
wou ld have died b u t for the heroic 
work of three physicians who lab ored 
over him all of one night. The ou tline 
of the defense was generally consid­ 
ered as reflecting a determination on 
the part of Thaw's attorneys to prove 
him insane in 19 06, regardless of all 
consequ ences. 
The first evidence for 
the defense, of a medical character, 
was taken this morning.

The Hagu e, Jan. 14.—Dispatches re­ 
ceived here say tfiat the Du tch troops 
after a severe fight on the island of 
Flores, Malay archipelago, have cap­ 
tu red the reb els’ stronghold.

French aeronaut, won th e Deutsch e- 
Arch deacon prize of $10,000 by making 
a circular kilometer in an airsh ip 
h eav ier th an air. Th e successful fligh t 
was made in th e presence of an official 
committee of th e Aero club. Th e time 
was one minute and twenty-eigh t sec­ 
onds. 
Farman’s feat was accomplish ed in 
a brilliant and impressiv e manner. 
Th e fligh t took place ov er a field at 
Issy, fiv e miles south west of Paris, in 
th e presence of M. Arch deacon, M. 
Santos-Dumont, Count De La Vaulx, 
Captain Ferh er, M. Blériot and a score 
of oth er enth usiastic aeronauts and 
abov e 5 00 spectators. 
With th e preliminary run of a h un­ 
dred yards ov er th e ground th e aero­ 
plane h ad risen to a h eigh t of twelv e 
or fifteen feet before it reach ed th e j 
starting pole. Th en with outstretch ed 
wings it sailed away across th e fleM 1 
at a h eigh t of from twenty-fiv e or 
th irty feet, going at th e rate of twenty- 
four miles an h our. At it approach ed 
th e outer mark it described a graceful 
curv e, descending sligh tly th e wh ile. 
Th e turn was completed successfully, 
th e wind righ ted th e mach ine, and th e 
aeroplane came sailing h ome on an 
ev en keel. 
As it passed th e finish 
mark Farman cut off th e power and 
th e mach ine descended ligh tly to th e 
earth , winner of th e Deutsch e-Arch - 
deacon prize, amid th e ch eers of th e 
spectators. 
Th e motor used h as eigh t cylinders 
and dev eloped fifty h orsepower. 
It 
weigh s 176 pounds. 
Th e manufactur­ 
ers of th e motor also win a medal. 
Th e Aero club will giv e a banq uet next 
Th ursday ev ening, wh en Farman will 
be presented with th e prize and a gold 
medal.
